This is the third dormitory given 
by Mr. Day, the first, named after 
him, being built in 1911, and the gec- 
ond, Adams Hall, in 1912.

ATTACK DEFIED 
BY ADRIANOPLE 


Allies May Find They Have a 
Very Hard Nut to Grack 


DANGER IN GENERAL ASSAULT 


Bombardment of Stronghold Continues 
Without Interruption—Nothing Is 
Known to Outside World as to Ex- 
act Situation at Present—Diplomacy 
Rests Until Fortress’ Fate Is Settled 


London, Feb. 6.—It is a military 
maxim that an isolated fortress un- 
succored from without eventually 
must fall to an engineering siege, or 
to famine. If the defenses of Adrian- 
ople have been scientifically con- 
structed, one series of forts com- 
manding the other, as was the case 
at Port Arthur, and the garrison be 
not too enfeebled by wounds, disease 
and hunger, it is difficult to believe 
they can be taken by assault. 

Just what is taking place behind 
the screen which the allies have 
drawn about their operations in 
Thrace is not known. It is perfect- 
ly safe to assume, however, that they 
have been utilizing the time since the 
signing of the armistice to gather ma- 
terial for digging their way to the key 
of Adrianople’s defense, if such there 
be.

> bombardment of Adrianople, 
whi. : onened on Monday, proceeded 
on all sides without interruption yes- 
terday, acccrding to a_ semi-official 
telegram from Sofia. A message 
from Belgrade speaks of the “heroic 
conduct” of a couple of Servian regi- 
ments of infantry, which are said 
to have participated in an attack on 
the outer circle of forts, but there ts 
no means of verifying this or any of 
the reports, as such fighting as may 
be in progress is taking place behind 
a screen, so far as the outside world 
is concerned. Dependence has to be 
placed on the more or less biased 
stories given out by the respective 
army headquarters, for only on ex- 
tremely rare occasions can a news- 
paper correspondent succeed in cir- 
cumventing the censorship. 

The Turkish newspaper Tanin as- 
serts that Adrianople has _ sufficient 
provisions for four months and other 
Turkish reports declare the fortress 
certainly will be able to hold out for 
several weeks. 

Forty new Servian 7-inch guns are 
bombarding Adrianople, savs a dis- 
patch from Belgrade. A Bulgarian 
aeroplane dropped proclamations into 
Adrianople, inviting the surrender of 
the town. 

The Bulgarian government has re- 
fused to grant the appeal made some 
time ago by the German empress to 
the Queen of Bulgaria for permission 


for a German Red Cross expedition to , 


enter Adrianople to attend to the 
Turkish sick and wounded in that 
fortress, according to The Tageblatt. 

After the German minister at Sofia 
had tried in vain to induce the Bul- 
garian war authorities to allow Ger- 
man medical help to pass through 
their lines the German empress tele- 
graphed Queen Eleonore to use her in- 


fluence, but the Bulgarian govern- 
ment now says that tactical consid- 


erations make it impossible for it to 
grant the permission. 

Diplomacy has made no step forward 
since the resumption of hostilities, 
says a Constantinople dispatch, and 
the porte has made no further eom- 
munication either to the powers or 
to the allies. Should it turn out that 
Adrianople can resist for any consid- 
erable time, diplomatie negotiations 
are likely to remain at a standstill.

forwarded by parcel post.

New Jersey was a close rival, and 
President-elect Wilson was very de- 
sirous that his state should swing first 
into line, but the fact that the New 
Jersey legislature did not reassemble 
until last evening put it at a disadvant- 
age. 

In the meantime Delaware, which 
had not been in the limelight, got 
busy and ratified the amendment, 
beating out both New Mexico and New 
Jersey. 

Shortly after. the news of Dela- 
ware’s ratification was received a 
Cheyenne dispatch announced that 
the Wyoming legislature had also 
ratified the amendment. 

The income tax issue was submit- 
ted to the states by unanimous vote 
of the senate and a 317 to 14 majority 
of the house on July 31, 1909. The 
amendment submitted was as follows: 

“That congress shall have power to 
levy and collect taxes on incomes, 
from whatever source derived, with- 
out apportionment among the several 
states and without regard to any cen- 
sus or enumeration.” 

Alabama led off the procession of 
ratifying states on Aug. 19, 1909, and 
by the end of 1910 the amendment had 
been approved by eight states. In 
1911 the number was increased to 
thirty. In 1918, Arizona, Arkansas, 
Louisiana and Minnesota fell into 
line, making the total thirty-four, 
ratification by two more states being 
necessary to adopt the amendment. 

The states that have rejected the 
axaendment are Connecticut, New 
Hampshire, Rhode Island and Utah. 

Florida, Massachusetts, New Jer- 
sey, New Mexico, Pennsylvania, Ver- 
mont and Virginia have taken no ac- 
tion on the amendment. 

Congress will enact a law to levy 
the tax, probably during the extra- 
ordinary session to be called by Presi- 
dent-elect Wilson in March. The tax 
itself, its provisions and its limita- 
tions, are all left to congress. 

The new law probably would super- 
sede the corporation tax and provide 
for a tax on all incomes above $5000, 
although there has been some senti- 
ment in favor of making the limit as 
low as $4000. Congressional leaders 
who have been preparing for the final 
ratification by the states estimate an 
income tax would bring ir about 
$100,000,000 a year to the govern- 
ment. 

Now that fhe tax is provided by the 
constitution, the proposed excise tax, 
framed by Democratic leaders in 1912 
to meet the supreme court’s decision, 
which held a former income tax un- 
constitutional, will be dropped, and 
some of its provisions may be included 
in the new law.

WHITMAN MUST COME ACROSS

Message Brought by Assistant District | 
Attorney of New York to His Chief, 
Who Will Not Pay For Information 
of Doubtful Value—Boston Prose- 

cutor’s Opinion of “Big Bill” 


New York, Feb. 6.—William J. 
Keliher, the confidence man now 
serving a term in the Massachusetts 
state prison, wants District Attorney 
Whitman of New York to pay him 
money before he will furnish further 
information in support of his declara- 
tion that he purchased protection from 
the police while running a “pool room” 
in this city. 

Deputy Assistant District Attorney 
Groehl so reported to Whitman on his 
return from Boston, where he had an 
interview with “Big Bill’ at the 
prison. Keliher told Whitman’s rep- 
resentative that he had paid graft to 
the police in New York, but refused 
to go into the details. 

Keliher said Whitman would either 
have to “come across” with the money 
or the Massachusetts authorities 
would have to grant him “concessions 
that will make it worth while to tell 
what I know.” 

He added, however, that he would 
consult with counsel in the matter 
and would let Whitman know by Sat- 
urday just what his “terms” would be. 

The district attorney will not under 
any circumstances pay Keliher, but 
if Keliher is willing to talk on any 
other basis he will send Groehl back 
to Boston for another interview with 
him on Monday. 

United States District Attorney 
French of Boston, who convicted 
Keliher of complicity in the looting of 
the National City bank of Cambridge, 
told Groehl that the man had “a pas- 
sion for sensationalism” and was 
“wholly unworthy of belief.” 

“I doubt very much,” said Whitman, 
“that Keliher will give us anything 
that we can rely upon. He _ told 
Groehl a lot of sensational stories 
about police graft in New York, but 
refused to give names, dates and 
places. 

He said, for instance, that the po- 
lice helped him to make fake raids on 
his pool room and that they supplied 
him with police uniforms which his 
own employes frequently used for the 
purpose. ‘This is important, if true. 
I doubt it.”

Boston and Boston-Andover trains 
will be found on Page 1, while in the 
new edition of the Townsman Tell 
Tale which will be issued next week, 
all changes affecting Andover can be 
found.

The 12.25 p.m. now leaves at 12.26, 
arriving in Boston at 1.12. The 1.12 
train from Andover has been changed 
to 1.15, reaching Boston at 1.59. The 
3.33 arrives at 4.21, the 4.45 at 5.40 
and the 5.41 at 6.26. The 7.20 now 
leaves at 7.33, arriving at 8.28. An ad- 
ditional train has been put on, leav- 
ing here at 9.08, and getting to Bos- 
ton at 9.50, while the last train leaves 
at 10.40 instead of 10.38, reaching 
Boston at 11.32. 

On Sunday trains from Andover to 
Boston there is practically no change. 
| In the service from Boston to An-

Amount of Regular Appropriation 
Less Than in 1912. Free Educa- 
tion Adds $2000 and More 
in Prospect 


The School Committee held its last 
meeting of the year Tuesday evening 
and the final figures for the school 
appropriation for 1913 were submitted 
for approval. 

Under the new town by-law no 
town department is allowed to fur- 
nish material for another, and as the 
Board of Public Works has been sup- 
plying the different departments with 
water free of charge, the cost of 
water used by the schools will here- 
after be paid for out of the school 
appropriation. The sum of $300 has 
been added for the purpose, yet the 
total amount called for is $120 less 
than a year ago. 

The budget is made up as follows: 


Schools $37,480 
Schoolhouses 1,500 
Books and Supplies 2,400 

$41,380 


Last year the appropriation was 
$41,500, and in 1911, $42,500. 


By an act of the Legislature the 
town is liable for half the tuition in- 
curred by pupils attending the Law- 
rence Industrial School, and from 
small beginnings the sum which the 
town is called upon to pay grows 
from year to year. Any resident of the 
town may attend and the town au- 
thorities must pay the bills. At pres- 
ent there is a bill of $1000 against the 
town which has not yet been paid 
because of a doubt of the town’s lia- 
bility. The State Board of Education 
refused to endorse the Lawrence 
school and notified the town clerk and 
school authorities that should they 
pay the tuition fee, the bondsmen of 
the treasurer would be liable for the 
amount. Recently the bill was again 
presented and upon inquiry it devel- 
oped that the State Board of Educa- 
tion, in order that the Lawrence 
school might collect back.tuition fees, 
endorsed the school from November 
1911, and again from June 1911. The 
legality of this action of the State 
3oard has been questioned by the se- 
lectmen and school authorities, who 
have refused to pay the bill amount- 
ing to $1000 until compelled to do so. 
The chairman of the board of select- 
men has recommended that the sum 
of $2000 be appropriated for the pay- 
ment of tuition fees at the Lawrence 
Industrial School, $1000 for back bills 
and $1000 to meet the expense of the 
coming year. 

The board went on record as being 
opposed to House Bill No, 881, which 


; comes up for a hearing on March 3,

Section 1. Any resident of any city 
or town in Massachusetts may make ap-

The Distaff, the Rock and the Reel 


For this week I fill my space in the 
Townsman by a gleaning from a 
Boston trade paper, Fibre and Fabric, 
published weekly, which gives an in- 
teresting account of the textile trade. 
Those engaged in the manufacture of 
wool, cotton or flax will find Fibre 


and Fabric to be what it calls itself, | 


namely, a textile trade journal, 
January 25, 1759 


This issue of Fibre and Fabric ap- | 


pears on the 154th anniversary of the 
birth of Robert Burns, the tender- 
hearted poet of Scotland. Several of 
our readers are accustomed, each Jan- 
uary, to read through their volume of 
Burns’s poems, and those who are not 
so well acquainted with that choice 
poet will be glad to read some of his 
lines bearing on our industry. But 
remember that the spinning-jenny 
and the power loomt were not known 
to the musical.

In “The Gallant Weaver,” a lass ex- 
presses her preference for the weaver 
to the land-owner:

Ballardvale Notes 
PART I 
The obituary of Owen Caffrey, 
early in the month, reminded me of 


the long years I had sorted the notes 
generously loaned me by the late 


| : | Alfred Poor, who visited Ballardvale, 
| horn or ivory, as well as of stone, and | 


during the “boom” of 1863. He col- 


| lected a curious lot of data from the 


elder immigrants, who began life 100 
years ago, and perhaps died in the 
Vale; but I have had no time to fol- 
low down the record in*® the town 
books, nor could I have identified 
the descendants of a moving people 
so easily, as of the old Andover 
tribes of our farming folks. Some 
may still remain of the blood, if not 
the name, and perhaps could send 
word of those who were here fifty 
years back, and what they have done 
to make Andover proud of her new 
children. 

The wheels that Timothy Ballard 
started 100 years ago, in his saw and 
grist mill,s have let Foster’s pond 
water go by in a world-famous work 
on file and flannel; the Boston and 
Maine Railroad has graded down old 
sandbanks and added new highways. 
Though some of the skilled workmen 
who swarmed there from Manchester, 
Leeds, Bradford, Sheffield, Stafford, 
Lancaster and York counties, have 
followed plants to other fields, we 
have kept the 1840 men, who were 
called by Marland from 
Hawich, Galbraith, Paisley, Midlo- 
thian and far away Sunderland shire, 
and in 1863 their sons were defending 
the Flag. 

Two hundred years before, near the 
end of the Commonwealth, came the 
order found in the archives (10:338) 
that no Irish should be allowed to 
enter the Massachusetts Bay Colony. 
This was after the crusade of Crom- 
wells army, and the scheme of. evic- 
tion for all Catholic land-owners over 
into Connaught—‘Hell or  Con- 
naught” was his word. Cromwell’s 
soldiers and a lot of English harpies 
stood ready to rush in to the estates 
in May, before the order for Massa- 
chusetts eviction had reached us. 
Wives of Irishmen in foreign service 
were exported to the West Indies by 
the thousand. Do not forget that the 
same old schemer asked the Bay men 
to pack up also and move to the 
Carribean. We put the matter on the 
table to consider and Oliver went to 
his reward; so Charles II let the 
eviction arrange itself as best it could, 
while he had a good time; and a third 
of the old owners got back and two- 
thirds of the new men immediately 
proceeded to marry into the fine 
Catholic families and were lost to 
Presbyterian and Episcopalian alike, 
and this has been going on ever since, 
so you have more variety in the Irish 
blood than we can show in New Eng- 
land stock. 

When we needed help in 1676 in 
Philip's war, Ireland sent it. In 1845, 
the great famine came and Europe 
poured gold and we sent corn just 140 
years later; and the Irish turned to 
New England, and braving the terrors 
of the passage, they crossed to free- 
dom and a smiling sun. Not the ice- 


| berg of the Titanic trip of April, 1912, 


but the fever, took all but fifty 
of 450 that came with one old veteran 
of the Vale families. 


We used to call our Irish neighbors 
“a race  apart—separate—distinct;” 
but since Miss Lawless has written 
her story of Treland and we have 
waded into Gwynne’s speculations on 
little black Irish, who held the 
fort when Ireland began to make his- 
tory, and each month introduces us 
to the white Japanese and the white 
Iesquimaux of the magazines, we ex- 
pect it will turn out that early Irish 
under the skin of many a Yankee, 
and the Basque blood of the East 
and the Finn stock that 
Russia hopes to squelch, and a few 
more old primitive pagan strains that 
give us all promise of long life and 
plenty of it, will still hold the ascend- 
ency. It is with much satisfaction I 
see Divine Providence sending New 
Iengland Irish church leaders. The

OBITUARIES 
MRS. NANCY M. TYLER 


One of Andover’s oldest residents 
passed peacefully away early Thurs- 
day morning in the person of Mrs. 
Nancy M. Tyler, at the home of T. 
J. Farmer on Whittier street, at the 
advanced age of 92 years 9 months. 

Mrs. Tyler had been a cripple for 
nearly twenty-five years, as a result 
of a-fall, and in consequence has been 
contined to her room at Mr. Farmer’s 
where she has lived for many years. 
She has been ill for some time, but 
the end came without suffering. 


She was born in Andover, May 8, 
1820, her parents being Nathan Jones 
and Hannah Frye, and_ practically 
her whole life has been spent in her 
native town.
